1* Thio Subjeot was apprehended by CIO# J6th Division# just after h® 
had croaced the linee juet north of Le Tholy from German occupied territory 
into the Seventh Army Sector* He pretended to be Haa 3# iUrl# Aleutian 
e soaping to join the French Army* lie wae brought to CIC# 7th Army# fosr 
detailed interrogation. 

- 2 * Interrogation by CIO# 7th Army, hae eo far revealed the following 
information* 

1) IDENTITY t Subject ie a civilian employee of the tfaffen SS# 
assigned to Abteilung VI-S (cabotage) of the Reicheicherheitcwnt. He had# 
howsver#. the .pay book and oiten wore the uniform of Upterct^irmfuhrer : (lieu ten* 
ant) in.,. that organization. In a previous questioning# Subject had stated . 
that he had the rank of Untercturmfuhrer . 

2) HIS MISSION 1 a) About 1 October 1944# ut Sadenueiler# Gtemcny# 

NEBEL received, written orders from Qrupponfuhrer SCKELLH^EEfpEE#' head .of 
Abteilung VI# to proceed to France# locate and destroy the two ' toerioah r jscaco*' 
line pipe line© which cross France*. He was given no information ae to the 
location of the pipe lines. . 

b) He was paid 1#000,000 francs in new banknotes in series# 
provided. With about eighty pounds of explosive® especially prepared for thrt 
pipe lines, and given some German army food which included dried sausage©# 
Sarotti chocolate#., hardtack and candy. 

o) He was provided by the Polizei Presidium of belfort with 
the identity card of HAAS, Karl, Alsatian who had been killed in an air raid 
at 5 e lfort; 

d) He was advised by Capt. Hofmann# 1-0 of the l?Sth Division# 
Gerardmer# to croa© into the American sector at & point just north of Le Tholy 
where the line© were inaac^^elyrigdarded. 

e.) If he had succeeded in ‘.©roaaing into France# Subject would 
have joined the French -Array or found other employment which would enable him 
to secure a French identity card* Armed with that# he would have proceeded 
with the' execution of his mission. The necessary explosive©, he. said, would 
have been parachuted to him at an isolated villa called La Rouillee, mentioned 
below. Contact with Germany would have been established by sending someone 
back across the line©. 3ubjeot vehemently disclaimed any precise knowledge 
of deposit©, of explosive© left behind by the Germane for the benefit of their 
eaDoteurs.
